SPEED1IREC0RD 


American Aviator Makes Thrill­ 
ing Flight In Franc* 


IN LESS THAN NINE MINUTES 


Aeroplane Traverses the Course at 
Rheims, Which Measures 8ix and 
One-fifth 
Miles—Curtiss Says 
He 
Did Not Push His Machine to the 
Limit—He Again Is Favorite in Gor­ 
don Bennett Cup Race. 


Rheims, France, Aug. 24.—Glenn H. 
Curtiss, the American aviator, and M. 
Paulham, representing France, divid­ 
ed the honors of the second day of 
aviation week, the former with a 
thrilling flight just before dusk in 
which he lowered the speed record 
(or the course, which measures six 
and one-fifth miles, to 8 minutes, 35% 
seconds; the latter making two im­ 
pressive high altitude flights of 49% 
and 56 kilometers respectively in the. 
endurance test for the Prix de la 
Champagne. 
Curtiss' performance be­ 
gan just as the time limit for the 
•tart of the Prix de la Champagne 
was expiring, when the American en­ 
thusiasts had abandoned hope of see­ 
ing their representative take the field. 
Amid the unbounded jubilation of the 
French spectators, Blerlot only a few 
minutes before had clipped sixteen 
seconds off Lefebvre's record made 
Sunday with his powerful 80-horse- 
power monoplane. Suddenly at one 
end of the field a cry went up: 
‘T h e American is starting:” 
All eyes were strained to that par­ 
ticular point, where Courtlandt Field 
Bishop, president of the Aero Club of 
America, and a crowd of other admir­ 
ers surrounded Curtiss. 
Travelled at a Terrific Pace. 
% W ith a preliminary run along the 
ground of IOO yards the .machine rose 
lightly and shot by the tribunes at a 
height of sixty feet. It was going at 
a terrific pace, with the wings level 
as a plane. Curtiss made the last turn 
under the mistaken impression that 
the finish line was doser. He de­ 
scended so close to earth that many 
thought he touched, but. perceiving 
his error, he mounted quickly and 
easily, crossing the line majestically. 
An instant later the signal was hoist­ 
ed that he had made a record. 
Curtiss said that he had not pushed 
his machine to the limit of its speed 
and laughingly declined to say more, 
adding that the most interesting inci­ 
dent of his flight was the view he got 
of his fallen rivals strewn around the 
course. 
It is the intention of the American 
aviator now to await patiently the 
international event for the Gordon 
Bennett cup Saturday, for which he is 
again the favorite, after which he 
will try for the Prix de la Vitesse, the 
final of which will be contested on 
Sunday. 
Paulham also made a record in the

Desired by Delegates to Convention 
in Denver. 
Denver, Aug. 24.—“Give us a uni­ 
form pure food law which may be ac­ 
cepted or rejected by the individual 
states, each according to its needs. A 
national law should attempt no more 
than the regulation of interstate com­ 
merce.” 
This was the slogan set for the 
opening today of the thirteenth annual 
convention of the Association of State 
and National Food and Dairy depart­ 
ments. 
That the convention will take 
definite action for submitting to state 
legislatures a “model food bill” was 
expressed after a preliminary meeting 
of a special committee, headed by Dr. 
B. F. Ladd, state food commissioner 
of North Dakota and author of the 
Ladd model food law. 
It is the plan to forward the drafted 
bill, after its approval by the conven­ 
tion, to the various states. 
Secretary of Agriculture Wilson, 
who is here as he says as a "specta­ 
tor,” is expected to use his influence 
for the more stringent enforcement of 
the federal law as opposed to model 
"state laws.” Dr. H. W. Wiley, chief 
chemist of the department of agricul­ 
ture, will confine his rem arks to "The 
Chemistry of Bleached Flour.”

The 
man, or men, statem ents conflicting 
as to the number who ran from the 
yard, escaped. 
As the news of the shooting spread 
about the countryside armed men 
gathered at Meadville and that the 
slightest overt act was needed to 
bring about a clash between the New 
man and Pritchard factions was ap 
parent.

The source from which this infor­

HARRY THAW’S CHRONOLOGY. 


W hat 
Fight For Liberty of Stanford 
White’s Slayer H as Cost. 
Some of the chief events in the ca­ 
reer of Harry Kendall Thaw, who kill 
ed Stanford White, the New York ar­ 
chitect, are given below in a chronolog­ 
ical form. Thaw must return to Mat 
teawan Asylum For the Criminal In 
Bane, as Justice Isaac N. Mills of the 
supreme court, Westchester county, N. 
Y., recently handed down a decision 
in which he declares that the slayer of 
Stanford White is still insane. 
Thaw’s chronology: 
Born 1871, son of William Thaw of 
Pittsburg; forced out of Harvard in 
1891 for high stakes at poker. 
Spent from 1891 to 1901 touring Eu 
rope. 
Met Evelyn Nesbit In 1901, when she 
was a chorus girl. 
Entertained chorus girls lavishly from 
1901 to 1900, spending as much as $50,- 
000 on a single dinner, it was reported. 
Married 
Evelyn 
Nesbit 
in 
1905 
against his mother’s wishes. 
His fa­ 
ther had died meanwhile, practically 
disinheriting him, but his mother so 
arranged things that Harry got an 
equal share with the rest in the form 
of a trust fund income of $60,000 a 
year. 
Started an active campaign against 
Stanford White in 1905, spending thou­ 
sands of dollars on detectives, etc. 
Killed Stanford White on the Mad! 
son Square roof on June 25, 1906, at 
the 
opening of 
“Mamselle 
Cham­ 
pagne,” in full view of hundreds. 
Tried for murder from February to 
April, 1907, the jury disagreeing, at a 
cost in counsel and Incidentals esti­ 
mated at more than $200,000. 
Tried again for murder in January, 
1908, the jury acquitting him on the 
ground of insanity; estimated cost 
of counsel, etc., $150,000. 
Committed to Matteawan State Hob 
pital For the Criminal Insane on Feb. 
I, 1908, by Justice Dowling. 
Commitment confirmed by Justice 
Morschauser at Poughkeepsie in Oeto 
ber, 1908; estimated cost of that pro 
ceeding, $65,000. 
Commitment confirmed again by Jus­ 
tice Mills recently, after a month’s 
hearing, in which 127 witnesses were 
examined or their testimony read; es­ 
timated cost of this last proceeding, 
$50,000. 
Incidental expenses of Thaw’s con­ 
finement, luxuries while in the Tombs, 
and so on, about $15,000. 
Money alleged to have been paid out 
by Clifford W. Hartridge, as counsel 
for Thaw, to keep some people quiet, 
$125,000. 
Expenses of Thaw’s mother in pro­ 
ceedings, estimated, $150,000. 
Evelyn 
Nesbit’s 
cost, 
estimated, 
since the murder, $30,000. 
Incidentals in the way of detectives, 
etc., $15,000. 
Grand total since Thaw killed Stan 
ford White, approximately, $800,000.

The course of 
in stru ction will extend over a year and 
will cover the whole field of aeronau­ 
tics, special attention being given to 
the practical side.

Swedish societies in the state by 
which a Swedish village, somewhat 
suggestive of the Chicago world’s fair, 
will be installed on machinery hill. 
Owing to the radical rearrange­ 
ment of the state fair grounds inci­ 
dent to erecting the new grandstand 
and exposition building and digging 
the lagoon, all of the “ Pike’’ and 
sim ilar shows will be located this 
year in the vicinity of the grand­ 
stand. 
This new arrangem ent will leave 
vacant the tract of land just east of 
the mile track upon which the Sisse­ 
ton Sioux were encamped last year 
and whose village was visited by over 
75,000 persons during the last state 
fair. 
It is on this site th at the 
Swedish societies will have their vil­ 
lage, an enclosure of some five acres. 
Everything in the way of Scandi- 1 
navian attractions and amusements 
will here be offered state fair visitors. 
There will be folk dancers, singers, 
dram atic performances by artists di­ 
rectly from the other side, Swedish 
famous John Ericson exhibit, popular 
Swedish dialect comedians, exhibits 
by Swedish importers, a grand gener­ 
al portrayal of peasant life In Sweden, 
w ith special scenery and accessories 
painted by Axel Lindahl, and Swedish 
music. 
A special feature of the Swedish 
village will be a registration system 
by which all visitors will be perm itted 
and requested to register their pres­ 
ent address and also the place of their 
n ativ ity of the province from which 
their immediate fam ily came. 
Use of 
this system by the thousands of vis­ 
itors will enable many to relocate 
friends or relatives whose addresses 
have long been lost and will undoubt­ 
edly result in many happy reunions. 
There will also be many Scandina­ 
vian speakers of note, among which 
the committee in charge hopes to se­ 
cure Hon. Knute Nelson, Gov. John­ 
son, Ex-Gov. Lind and others.

NEW DEFENSE GUN RECORD. 


Fort Monroe Gunner* Riddled Target 
With 18 Hit* Out of 24 Shot*. 
Details of a record breaking perform­ 
ance with the heavy coast defense 
guns at Fort Monroe were recently re­ 
ceived at the w ar department in Wash­ 
ington. * Firing at a moving target 
more than one mile out, the five 
twelve-inch guns and two ten-inch 
cannon 
riddled 
the canvas 
mark, 
which was sixty feet long by thirty 
feet high and was towed at a speed 
of approximately seven miles an hour. 
They fired twenty-four projectiles in 
less than two and one-half minutes, 
and eighteen of them found their 
mark. The others fell so close to the 
moving target that it was concealed 
by the spray flung over it. 
Since a 
battleship averages close to 500 feet 
In length, It Is regarded as probable 
that had the gunners been firing at 
such a mark with the accuracy used 
in bombarding the smaller canvas tar­ 
get every shot would have gone true 
and no warship could have withstood 
such a fire. 
The record is better than that made 
by the four gun batteries at Port Ar­ 
thur during the Russo-Japanese war, 
The Port Arthur performance stood as 
the most efficient handling of coast de 
fense from guns under actual war con 
ditions. The test at Fort Monroe was 
under conditions as closely resembling 
war as they could be made.

nia. The investigation will be of great 
Importance and may lead to unexpect­ 
ed developments. It will deal with the 
methods and character of the work 
thus far done and will be the basis 
for further congressional legislation. 
Discussing the proposed work of the 
committee, Senator Carter said before 
his departure: 
“Construction under the reclamation 
law has been in' progress for seven 
years, and at the last session of con­ 
gress it was deemed advisable to have 
a committee of the senate inspect the 
work nnd inquire into the administra­ 
tion and operation of the law. 
No 
charges of maladministration have 
been made. but complaints have been 
received from time to time from vari­ 
ous sources, and special legislation is 
being sought in the interest of individ­ 
uals or communities. 
Quid* For Future Work. 
“In order to ascertain what has been 
done and to determine what should be 
done in the future the committee on 
irrigation of the senate is now en route 
to visit the projects, inspect the works 
on each and to examine such witnesses 
as have complaints to make or suggeo 
tions to offer. 
“The entire trip will consume fifty- 
seven days, but as a considerable por­ 
tion of the work is to be done in 
Arizona and New Mexico it has been 
deemed best to divide the tour of in­ 
spection so as to go over the work in 
the northern states during August and 
a portion of September and to make 
the journey through southern Cali­ 
fornia, Arizona and New Mexico in 
November. 
“Secretary of the Interior Ballinger 
will go with the committee over a 
large number of the projects. 
“Thus far we have invested fifty odu 
millions of dollars in construction, and 
the completion of the present projects 
will require about fifty millions ad­ 
ditional. 
The fund for this work is 
made up of the proceeds from the sale 
of public lands, and the settlers arc 
required to pay back into the fund the 
cost of reclaiming the lands they enter 
In ten annual installments. 
It will 
thus be seen that the fund is con­ 
stantly increasing and being steadily 
replenished. 
Much Land to Bo Reclaimed. 
“The present projects contemplate 
the reclamation of something over 
2.000,000 acres of land. 
The total 
amount of arid land which can be re­ 
claimed has not been ascertained, but 
different persons approximate the area 
extending all the way from 10,000.000 
to 50,000.000 acres. 
“The size of farms allowed under 
the Irrigation works varies from 40 up 
to IGO acres, no one being allowed to 
take up more than IGO acres. Few per­ 
sons realize that the waste and value­ 
less lands, of the public domain,, in­ 


crease in value when water is applied 
With such great rapidity that In some 
Instances sagebrush land has gone 
up from nothing to as high as $1,000 
an acre, that value being supported 
by actual earning capacity. Of course 
this high priced land is of choice fruit 
producing quality, but land capable of 
growing thirty bushels of wheat an 
acre without any chance of crop fail­ 
ure has a fixed value based on earning 
capacity which clearly warrants its 
reclamation. 


Homes For tho Homoloss. 
“It is the intent of the law that this 
enterprise shall furnish homes for the 
homeless and lands for the landless. 
The conditions prescribed are so favor­ 
able that any Industrious person pos­ 
sessed of sufficient means to purchase 
an outfit and erect a house aud barn 
with ordinary industry can meet all 
payments and in the course of ten 
years acquire complete ownership of a 
valuable homestead. 
“The demand for available produc­ 
tive government land never was as 
great as at present. To illustrate the 
fact I need but call attention to some 
60,000 applications now on file for the 
privilege of taking land on the Flat­ 
head and Coeur d’Alene reservations, 
where less than 1,000 claims are avail­ 
able. 
“The high price of the necessities of 
life at the centers of population has 
driven many to consider the propriety 
of owning a patch of land on which 
the family can be supported at mod 
crate expense. 
“The work of the government in ren­ 
dering Its arid public domain habitable 
and productive is holding out to strug­ 
gling men nnd women of limited means 
the prospect of becoming possessed o! 
desirable estates on terms with whic 
any one equipped with industry and 
frugality may comply .“—Chicago Trib 
une.

Pittsburg, Aug. 24.—Mike Meljinska, 
an alleged strike-breaker imported 
into the Pressed Steel Car works at 
Schoenville, caused a panic in the big 
stockade when he pulled a gun upon 
his fellow strike-breakers, and, with 
“Now hike for that fence, you scabs," 
began firing, felling a man with every 
shot. 
He succeeded in pulling tho 
trigger four times and with every shot 
one of the strike-breakers fell. 
Before Meljinska could completely 
unload his revolver he was set upon 
by about thirty of the strike-breakers 
and almost beaten to a pulp. So 
fierce did the rioting become within 
the stockade that the sixty deputy 
sheriffs assigned to duty there were 
unable to quell the uprising and the 
members of the state constabulary 
were forced to hasten to their rescue. 
In a dying condition Meljinska was 
put out of the big gate and allowed to 
lie in a semi-conscious condition un­ 
til one of tho troopers called for the 
ambulance from the Ohio Valley hos­ 
pital. The injured man was taken 
there, but he probably will die.

More Land for Homesteaders.

WANTS TROOPERS RECALLED 


City Council of McKees Rocks Sends 
Committee to Governor. 
Pittsburg, Aug. 24.—The McKees 
Rocks city council at a special meet­ 
ing called for the purpose, appointed 
a committee to go at once to Harris­ 
burg and ask Governor Stuart to call 
the state constabulary from the plant 
of the Pressed Steel Car company, 
whose 3,500 employes are on strike. 
Neither the car company nor the 
strikers were criticised at the council 
meeting, the purpose being simply to 
protect the citizens of McKees Rocks 
and Schoenville. 
The death list resulting from Sun­ 
day night’s wild rioting was swelled 
when Mike Desoaki, one of the strik­ 
ing men, living at McKees Rocks, died 
at 
Mercy 
hospital 
from 
gunshot 
wounds in the lungs and abdomen. 
This brings the death list up to seven. 
All of the seriously wounded are show­ 
ing slight improvement 
Three columns of smoke floated 
lazily 
from the chimneys of the 
Pressed Steel Car company’s plant in 
Schoenville. These mute signals told 
better than official pronunciation that 
the striking employes of the car plant 
had yet to wait long to win their 
fight against the car company officials, 
for the plant was still in operation, 
despite the wild efforts of infuriated 
mobs to scare off the imported work­ 
ingmen during the past twenty-four 
hours. 
Caused W ails of Anguish. 
The striking men realized for the 
first time that their jobs were no 
more, that the company could do 
without them and that they no longer 
were wanted within the big gates of 
the car plant. The women and chil­ 
dren of the strikers grasped the sit­ 
uation as soon as tho men and the 
idea of starvation and eviction with 
winter coming on caused wails of 
anguish in many a striker’s cottage. 
Forty state police are on their way 
here to augment the company of 
mounted constabulary now on duty at 
the car plant. Since Sunday night’s 
carnage these fearless cavalrymen 
have evinced a desire to strike fear 
into the hearts of the men who took 
their comrades’ lives. The strikers 
realize that the mounted troopers are 
more than a match for them. Yet all 
during the day these troopers have 
been subjected to abuse from house 
windows and doors whenever they 
chanced to pass a sympathizer’s home. 
In retaliation not a striker or sympa­ 
thizer left his doorstep but he was 
uphanded and searched. Besides the 
searching the troopers insisted on ex­ 
amining the bodies of the strikers and 
if they bore bruises or traces of be­ 
ing clubbed, they were promptly ar­ 
rested, as the troopers considered 
such evidence proof that the men had 
participated in the rioting^ 
Twenty-five men w’ere arrested and 
put into the boxcar jails. The men 
who resisted were manacled to tho 
troopers’ horses and dragged through 
the streets to the plant entrance. At 
noon the great bells of the Catholic 
cathedral in McKees Rocks began 
tolling. This was kept up for over 
two hours. Then the bells were or* 
dered silenced by state troopers, as It 
was pointed out that such a demon­ 
stration at the present time only went 
toward agitating the strikers.

Washington, Aug. 24.—Secretary of 
Agriculture Wilson has issued sn or­ 
der effective Sept. I releasing from 
quarantine on account of scabbier or 
mange in cattle that portion of North 
Dakota lying south and west of the 
Missouri river.
